Farmers and fruit growers of this 
action, who viewed with alarm the re­ 
cent State Department of Agriculture 
report to the effect that two ship­ 
ments of nursery stock carrying egg 
masses of the dread Gypsy Moth had 
been lost, will be relieved to know 
that an unintentional error in the re­ 
port sent out by the Department im­ 
plied a situation directly opposite to 
the actual result of the Gypsy Moth 
inspection, according to word received 
here today from Harrisburg. 
Instead of indicating the loss of two 
of the 644 shipments of the New Eng­ 
land nursery stock in this State, the 
statement should have read that a 
careful and thorough inspection made 
by the plant industry specialists of the 
Department had disclosed only two 
lots in which egg 
masses of the 
Gypsy Moth were 
found. 
These 
were promptly exterminated, the cor­ 
rected report states, and there is no 
need to fear another outbreak of the 
pest. 
Careful watch and continued inspec­ 
tion, 
particularly in 
Warren 
and 
Washington counties where the in­ 
fested nursery stock was located, will 
be maintained by the officials of the 
Bureau of Plant Industry and growers 
are being advised to employ proper 
control measure*.

It was because he could not har­ 
monize the business of his law office 
with his personal code of ethics that 
he withdrew from partnership with 
Bainbridge Colby, the last secretary 
of state of the Wilson administration. 
The withdrawal of Mr. Wilson from 
the law firm of Wilson & Colby at­ 
tracted little attention when it was an­ 
nounced some months ago, and the 
reasons that moved the former presi­ 
dent have just become known. 
Washington has become the modern 
El Dorado for former government of­ 
ficials with 
legal training. Scores of 
former cabinet officers, senators, hep? 
resentatives and minor officials have 
opened law offices here and are mak­ 
ing fortunes representing clients be­ 
fore government departments, large­ 
ly on the strength of their former 
official connections. 
Mr. Wilson, according to his friends, 
has undoubtedly relinquished a poten­ 
tial fortune by stepping out of the 
partnership, for eases involving large 
fees would be attracted to the name 
ami ability represented by the firm. 
The health of the former president 
was one reason suggested at the time 
he severed connection with Mr. Colby 
as the reason for his action.
